Emotions are a constant 
theme throughout the film, 
and the dark colours and 
tones stir up feelings of solem- 
nity and hopelessness. A 
knight grieving after the 
death of his daughter; a cru- 
sader tormented by his 
actions in the war; a girl none 
will talk to, trust or try to 
understand her plight. Fear of 
the witch, the plague and the 
dangerous trek ahead of the 
travellers make even the 
smallest problem seem astro-

This movie is not designed for 
the light of heart. A dark and 
brooding film, it offers little 
comfort to the audience. An 
unrelenting storyline keeps 
any hope at a minimum, and 
the twists in the plot leave your 
head spinning for days. 

If you are in the mood for a 
romantic comedy, this is not 
your movie. But the Season of 
the Witch does bring nail-bit-
